Simon's hatred of the priesthood was well 
tstiGW!!, to that the ii'if-irtmioie iiiaiiu<»r in 
which he-let fall the kiiiie, cuttiiij; away a 
portion of the skull only wa.s attributed to 
vengeance rather than to accident ; anil 
the turbulent siiri'jks of tho spectators so 
troubled the execiUioiier that, on trying a 
second lime, ho let go the cord too soon 
and cut off tho bead of his assistant. 
This time the Court condemned its sin- 
gularly nilfortunato officer- to three 
months' imprisonment and 500f. fiii!!. 
Tlio next failure was at Baiiiiie, where ;v 
young man had been eondeinned for the 
murder of a gaine-kcnper.
